Washington, Aug. 206.—(By A. P.) —
The proclamation announcing officially
that the suffrage amendment to the con-
stitntion had been ratified was signed
todny by Seeretary Colby of the State
Departinent.

The document was signed at 8 o'clock
this morning at Mr. Colby's home when
the certifionte from Governor Roberts
that the Tennesser Legislature had rati-
fied the nmendment was reccived. See-
retary Colby annonnced his action on
his arrival at his office later,

The announcement disappointed n
gronp of suffrage workers from heand-
quarters of the National Woman's party
who had gathered at the State Depart-
ment hoping to be present when Mr.
(Colby attached his sigonatare to the
prorlamation, Mlss Alice Paul, chair-
man of the party, was among the num-
bar,

Invitation Declined

Secretary Colby Iater sent word to
the womnan's party hendquarters that
he would see-the wuffrage leaders at his
office if they desired.  Word wns sent
back that Miss Paul was preparing to
lenve for New York, that the other
leaders already Nad returned to their
homes nnd the invitation could not be
aceepted.

Former Member of New Hampshire'

House Succeeds Roosevelt
|  Washington, Aug. 26.—(By A. P.)
—Gordon Woodbury, formerly & mem-
ber of the New Hampshire Legislature,
has been appointed -assistant seeretary
of the navy to suceeed Franklin D,
Raarevelt.

The new assistant secretary repre-
gented New Hampshire on the resolu-
tiong eommittee at the San Franeixeo
eonvention and bhng taken a prominent
part in the political life of his state for
many vears, He was u member of the
New Hampshire constitutional conven -
tion in 1900 and was n candidate for
Congress in 1914,

Secretary Daniels said Mr. Woodbury
had “‘alwnys taken a deep interest in
the navy and the question of naval en-
largement.”” Recalling that Mr. Wood -
bury's great unele, Levi Woodbury,
was seeretary of the navy during Jack-
son's  oadministration, Mr, Daniels
added :
